The cases in which former Gov. David 
R. Francis and four othe> St. Louis 
millionaires were charged with failure 
to make tax returns were notie prossed 
Thursday in the Court of Co minal Cor- 
rection. This followed a .decision by 
Judge Wilscn A. Taylor vAiich, in the 
language of Prosectuting Attorney Moss, 
reduces Christian Prinkop, President of 
the Board of Assessors, to ‘the role of 
an office boy to the district assessors, 
who supplies them with lead pencils and 
printed blanks.”’ 

Francis’ co-defendants in the _ suits 
were John Scullin, Henry S Priest, 
James H. Allen and A. C. Clifford. 
When the cases were dismissed the mil- 
lionaires sprang to their feet and shook 
hands warmly with one another. 

“You can tell the public I'm still 
out of jail... said Seullin jocosely to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter.

’ “Mr. Brinkop, under tke law, though 
president of the “WWhrd’ of Asneasors, 
has uo right to as#tess anybody, and 
not having that right. he has no au- 
thority to command anyone to make 
returms or request them to pay their 
taxes. This power resides in the dis- 
trict assessors.” 

Moss said that We had no authority in 
law to ask an appeal from the Court's 
decision, and that the cases are settled 
for the year 1919. It was said about the 
court that the decision wowld enable the 
millionaires to go into the Circuit Court 
and resist the increases in their taxable 
property made by Brinkop. According 
to lawyers taking this view, the decision 
vitiates every i.ssessment and every in- 
crease in taxatie property made by 
Brinkop since he assumed office. 

The technicality rises from the fact 
that the City Charter does not name 
Brinkop as ‘‘Asséessor,’’ but as ‘'Prest- 
dent of the Board of Assessors.’’ The 
ruling of the court places Brinkop upen 
a lower footing than that of any otter 
head of an assessment department. in 
Missouri, and virtually makes him ‘the 
clerk, according to Moss, of the dis- 
trict assessors who.are nominally his 
subordinates. 

Because his assistants are called ‘‘dis- 
trict assessors’ in the City Chanter in 
stead of “deputy assessors,”’ as is true 
in most of the counties of the State, 
they receive under Judge Taylor's de- 
cision supreme power .to assess taxes. 

Priest Made Fight. 

The objection upon which the ruling 
was based was made at the beginning 
of the trial of Judge Priest, whose case 
was the first called. Brinkop wea on 
the stand as the first witness, und had 
testified in a sonorous voice that upon 
taking office he swore to do his duty, 
laking the oath before City Register 
Regan. 

Moss then introduced.a letter written 
by Brinkop to Priest on Dec, 20; 1909, in 
which a request was made upon the 
millionaire that he appear at the City 
Hall and make a personal statement of 
his taxable property. for the year 1910. 
Reference was made to a statute defin- 
ing “‘a refusal to make a return as re- 
quired by law."’ ‘ 

Benjamin Schnurmacher, attorney ‘fer 
Priest, “objected to the introduction 
of the letter in evidence on cne ground, 
which seemed to startle the attorneys 
for the State, that Brinkop, as he is 
not an “assessor,"’ but presid@ht of the 
Board of Assessors, has no right to ask 
anybody to make a tax return. 

“That objection, of course,”’ interposed 
the Court, “goes to the root of the case. 
My opinion is that Mr. Brinkop has no 
right to assess anyone.”’ 2 

Schnurmacher said he did not know 
whether his clients would institute, legal 
proceedings to have the assessments 
made by Brinkop declared void.

TAFT GOES ON 
A 2100-MILE 
UIRULE FRIDAY 


President will Strike St. 
Louis and Then Go, Back 
to Washington. -— : 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—President 
Taft will begin another journey.tomor- 
row evening which. will add about; 2100 
miles to his travel record. He is-going 
to Buffalo, Pittsburg, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis. He will make political 
speeches in each city except Cincinnatil,, 
where he will dedicate a bust of Theo- 
dore Thomas under the auspices of the 

Cincinnat! May Music Festival. 

In Pittsburg Mr. Taft will déliver an 
address at the Americus Club. Secre- 
tary of State Knox will speak with him 
on that occasion. On May @#je will ad- 
dress the Farmers’ Convention and the 
Traffic Club in St. . Louls. 

Two other members of the Cabinet 
will deliver speeches this week. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury MacVeagh went to 
New York yesterday to talk before the 
Illinois Association of New York, and 
the American pankers’ convention to- 
night. Attorney-General Wickersham 
will talk to the alumni of Lehigh Uni- 
versity Saturday night, and on June 24 
he will speak before the Cook County 
Republican Committee in Chicago. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture James Wilson will 
be with the President in 8t. Louis for a 
speech to the Farmers’ convention. 

The coming journey of the President 
is the forerunner of several short trips. 
On May 9 he will atterd the Actors’ 
Fund Fair in New York and make a 
speech at Passaic, N. J., that night. On 
May 12 he will be at the launching of 
the battleship Florida at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. On May 21 he will address 
the Presbyterian synod in Atlantic City 
and spend a couple of Gays there.

INDIANAPOLIS, .Ind., April 28.—In 
one of the stormiest political conventions 
in. the history of Indiana, the Democrats 
today, by a vote of 888% to 858%, decided 
to endorse a candidate for the United 
States Senate. 

The vote was taken after leaders of 
the party on both sides of the question 
had been heard. Senator B. F. Shively 
and Samuel Ralston spoke against the 
proposition, while J. E. McCullough and 
John. E,. Lamb argued in its favor, 

After Senator Shively had protested 
that the convention had not been called 
to nominate a’ senator and could not 
arose to 
close the debate In favor of the proposi- 
tion. 

When he declared: “I am eternally 
opposed to Taggartism,’’ a riot seemed 
imminent. The 183 delegates from In- 
dianapolis and Marion County, among

“Sunny Jim’s” Fallacies. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
‘ Vice-President James F.. Sherman is credited with 
making a remark at the Odeon that ought to be re- 
plied to on behalf of the labor men and women of 
America. He is alleged to have said: “If we open the 
customs gates too far, then we shall invite and have 
an avalanche of foreign goods that will close our 
mills and drive our labor into idleness.” - The labor- 
ing people of the United States of America have been 
humbugged by this protection theory for 4 years, 
but are beginning gradually to realize that as far 
as protection goes, it is of absolutely no benefit what- 
ever to the labor people of this country. 

When a ship enters any port of the United States 
and its cargo is placed upon the wharf, a revenue 
officer immediately appraises it, and before that cargo 
can enter the country it must pay duty. When the 
plank goes down to admit the passengers, . men, 
women and children are admitted without let-or hind- 
rance and ester into immediate competition with the 
labor of America. If the protectionists were serious 
in their oft-repeated statements that their sole ob- 
ject was to protect American labor, they would put 
a tariff on the people who manufacture the product 
and not on the product itself, 

Those interests that receive the highest benefits 
from protection, pay the lowest wages and work their 
people under the worst possible conditions, Take 
the ‘steel industry that secured a high tariff on the 
plea that they needed it to pay good wages to Amert- 
can workingmen; as s0on as they got the tariff 
they reduced the wages of the American working- 
men to such an extent that they struck against it, 
Land in the meantime the steel industry had protected 
itself by importing thousands upon thousands of 
pauper jabor from-Europe. And today there is not a 
single American workingman working in the steel 
mills of the country. 

In Gary, Indiana, it was found necessary to print 
the rules in nine different languages. The spectacle 
of McKees Rocks last summer appalled the world. 
Today at South Bethlehem, Pa., and in all the centers 
of steel industry, this great corporation is fighting 
its laborers, most of whom it imported into this 
country from Europe under false pretenses. . The 
same is true of all the protected industries. The 
meat trust tried one set of foreigners after another. 
As soon a8 one Set Would realize that they had been 
cheated and become dissatisfied, they would be im- 
medistely displaced by another. The same is true of 
the textile industry and the sugar trust and for every 
rich corporation that counts their wealth by the hun- 
dreds of milifons.

7 decisively last night at the Na- 
tional Athletic Club, in this town.

Nothing could etop or even hinder 
Ketchel in those last rounds. He was 
a red-trunked, tood-spattered fury, 
gone mad with fighting. At the end 
Langford, his confident grin wiped out, 
blood running over his black shoulders 
in a shiny stream from a cut behind the 
ear, made by Ketchel’s good right hand, 
weary, disheartened, was clinching for 
his life and trying to hold those arms 
with which the middleweight champion 
was delivering such crushing, flail-like 
blows. 

In the last round the negro, fought 
fairly off his feet, ran around: and 
around the ring, and whenever he halt- 
ed a second‘to try to stop the slaughter 
with wild swings and uppercuts Ketchel 
was on him like a flash, beating him 
about until he ran again or clinched 
desperately.

At the very start the fight did not 


have the right look to those who had 
come expecting to see Langford under 
a pull, When the men entered the ring 
Langford sat in his corner with a sul- 
len expression on his face. Ketchel, 
coming in a moment later, clad gayly in 
a brown automobile raincoat, hopped 
lightly through the ropes, shook hands 
with a laugh and went to-his corner, to 
sit there with a smile on his flushed 
face. Ketchel vas not nervous, and 
Langford was. Jack McGuigan, the ref- 
eree, entered the ring after the fighters, 
and called them up for instructions. 

Without much delay the fight began. 
As the two men came together they 
both seemed nervous and almost too 
caroful.

Langford tried desperateiy with swings 
and uppercuts, but the‘ slight, sinewy 
middleweight was always coming, and 
his speed spoiled the negro’s aim, In 
the last 10 seconds of fighting Langford 
swung his right with all his might. The 
blow missed Ketchel's chin by a hair’s 
breadth and the force of it Carried Lang- 
ford off his feet, so that he fell flat on 
the floor on his knees and elbows.
